Washington, May 23.—The navy de- 


partment has received notification from 
three contractors now building warships 
of the pendency of a strike, viz: Mo- 
ran Bros, of Seattle, the Union Iron 
Works of San Francisco, and the Mary- 
land Steel company of Sparrows' point, 
near Baltimore. The department will 
take no action until the strike is over, 
when a decision will be made as to how 
many days shall be allowed the eon- 
tractors oa account of-the delay caused 
by the strike. 
, 


The striking machinists continue to 


make gains. 
The sniuller concerns in 


Cincinnati and San Francisco have be- 
gun to yield, though the large concerns 
hold out in both cities. President Scott 
of the Union Iron Works, in the latter 
city, hints that he is considering sub- 
letting his warship contracts to firms on 
the Atlantic coast. 


In New York city only 10 snope of 


consequence still refuse their employes' 
demands.. Only about 1200 machinists 
remain out in \ew York and Brooklyn. 
The strike in other sections is in about 
the same situation as Tuesday. Con- 
necticut, especially the Xaugatuck val- 
ley, reports more men out, and no con- 
cessions by the employers. 
Providence 


employers also refuse to come to the 
men's terms. 
Important concessions 


have been made at Rochester, but the 
700 strikers at the Dunkirk, N. Y., lo- 
cotaotive works are threatened with a 
lockout that will affect 1900 other em- 
ployes. 


Considered as a national strike, It is 


estimated that 40,000 men are out, and 
that 1000 firms have thus far signed the 
new scale. The strike centers now are 
Connecticut, Cincinnati, San Francisco, 
the district between New York city and 
Philadelphia, and at various points up 
New York state. 
San Francisco is the 


only point where the men eipect a long 
strike. 


Four more Boston shops, employing 


166 men, have conceded the demands of 
the machinists, and the strikers are very 
confident that other employ ing concerns 
will rapidly fall into line. 


The men thus far hare been quiet and 


orderly. 
In no instance has any vio- 


lence been attempted, and all negotia' 
tions are carried on amicably. 


The only actual strike in. the allied 


trades, which was threatened when the 
trouble with the machinists first began, 
is in a New Haven shop, where the drop 
forgers have followed the machinists 
out. 
A threat of action by the allied 


trades alarms Philadelphia, and es- 
pecially the Cramps' shipbuilding yards. 
It is not expected, however, that any 
general strike of the allied trades wiil 
occur unless the present strike shoulll 
be indefinitely protracted, which is not 
expected. 


Firemen's Strike Threatened 


Scranton, Pa., May 23.—Four firemen 


on the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
\Testern railroad, who refused to draw 
fires from their engines j-esterday, be- 
cause it was Ihe work of fire pullers 
and ash pit men, who are on strike, were 
discharged at once.

A WAGE "REDUCTION 


In Conjunction 
With Curtailment 


Proposed at Fall River 


Fall River, Mass., May 23-Tbe indi- 


cations are that the last of four proposi- 
tions, looking towards the relief of local 
industrial conditions, will be generally 
signed, unless a change in the sentiment 
of manufacturers takes place, during 
the present week. The proposition 
which is meeting with greatest favor, 
besides calling f«r"a wage, reduction of 
11 1-9 percent, and a curtailment of 
production fa mills manufacturing what 
is known to the trade as ''regular" goods, 
contains a provision which limits the 
curtailment, not to any certain number 
of weeks or months, but until the 
amount of print cloth in the haads of 
the selling committee is reduced to 500,- 
000 pieces. 
The agreement places the 


burden of shut-dswn upon mills making 
narrow goods, and under its terms these 
corporations will be peVmitted to carry 
out the movement as opportunity pre- 
sents itself. 
The agreement also pro- 


vides that mills which at present are 
under contract for goods- not controlled 
by the selling committee, or >that wish 
such contracts and are able to secure 
them, may continue running; also that 
mills partially equipped for producing 
fine goods may operate such portions of 
their plants if the/so desire.

As He Was About to Be Formally 


Arrested—An Intention to- Destroy a 
Worthless Check of Secure Band's 
Honey Are the Theories Advanced 


CaEibriclge, Mass., May 23.—As a se- 


quel to the explosion of dynamite in the 
Cambridgeport National bank on Tues- 
day, Fred 0. Foster, who had been de- 
tained under suspicion of being the au- 
thor of the explosion, shot himself at 
His homo, 44 Cottage street, yesterday, 
with a pistol, and died within 20 min- 
utes. II is deed was occasioned by the 
fact that lie had sent to the bank a chock 
for $1100, which check he had no funds 
to cover. He ieaves a widow and three 
children. 


Suspicion was directed against Foster 


first when Theodore Itaymood told the 
police that he had seen Foster on the 
stairway of the bank building shortly 
before tl>s explosion occurred. In con- 
sequence of the statement of Raymond, 
and other suspicioB.s circumstances, the 
police visited th» home of Foster and 
asked him to accompany them to the po- 
lice headquarters. The man went will- 
ingly enough, and for a time he was in 
consultation with Inspector Murray, 
Chief of Police Cloyes and Officer Cox. 


The detained man was asked directly 


If he had anything to do with the bldw- 
Ing up of the Cambridgeport National 
bank, and he answered firmly that he 
was responsible in no way for the ex- 
plosion. 
Further questioning on the 


part of the police revealed, among other 
things, that Foster, who was a carpen- 
ter, had been out of employment since 
January, He also admitted that he ha<l 
been purchasing stock lately. 
He said 


that several weeks ago he purchased 100 
shares of stock of the National Tire 
Inflater company, paying $1000. 
Re- 


cently he purchased 1100 additional 
shares, and as payment for this he drew 
a check for $1100 on the Cambridge Na- 
tional bank in favor 
of' the inflator 


company. 
This check, it was learned 


at the bank, passed through the usual 
channels, and Tuesday morning it ar- 
rived *n Cambridge, where it was de- 
clared worthless. 


This check, however, was not the first 


•igned by Foster, which the same bank 
had to regard as worthless. 
He ad- 


mitted thai several weeks ago he drew 
up a check for $450 on the Cambridge- 
port bank, which was also protested. 


The fact of the protesting of the 


checks was told to Foster, and he agreed 
that the statements made'by the bank 
officials in connection with them were 
probably true, but he again stoutly 
maintained that he had not blown up 
the bank. 
The -police expressed a de- 


sire to have Foster's wife visit the po- 
lice station, but Foster said he preferred 
to go home and see her. 
Accompanied 


by Inspector Murray and Officer Cox, he 
went to the Cottage street house. Cor 
remained outside oil guard, and Murray 
and Foster stepped into the hallway, 
where they were met by Mrs. Foster. 


The first thing that Foster did was 


to kiss his wife and ask her to take 
good care of the children. He also told 
her that the police could never prove 
that he was the man that had cuused 
the bank to be blown up. Foster move.l 
to the hall-tree and slipped on another 
coat. 
He then expressed a desire for 


a drink of water. 
He passed from the 


dining room, which leads from the hall- 
way, with Murray about two yards be- 
hind him. The distance, however, was 
too great to allow Murray reaching Fos- 
ter in time to prevent him from shooting 
himself with the revolver which he 
had suddenly taken from his coat pock- 
et. 


The bullet entered the middle of the 


breast and passed through one side of 
the l.^art. The man died a few minutes 


J after he reached the Cambridge hospital. 


He made no statement after he had shot 
himself. 


Although Foster had not been formal- 


ly arrested, he probably would have 
been before the close of the day. As- 
suming that the man had placed the 
dynamite on the stairway of the bank 
building, the police are unable to sr.y 
whether it was done with the intention 
of destroying the protested check for 
$1100 or with the expectation of being 
able to obtain money \v ith which to meet 
the payment of the check. 
They are 


Inclined to accept the former theory as 
the more plausible. 


Mrs. 
Foster is under the care of phy- 


sicians. 
Her husband's a'-t has -given 


her a severe nervous shock. 


Foster, in addition to being treasurer 


of Harvard lodge, A. O. U. W., was also 
treasurer of Harvard Colony, Pilgrim 
Fathers. 
The officials of the latter or- 


ganization are engaged upon art exam- 
ination of their books, and it is reported 
that they have found a shortage of 
$300 in the truasurcu-'s accounts.

tory here on this western continent. 


"We of the two Americas must be 


left to v-ork 'out our oVn salvation 
along our own lines, and if we are 
wise we tv*ll make it understood as a 
cardinal feature of our joint foreign 
policy that on the one hand we will 
not submit to territorial aggrandize- 
ment on !his c'onltinent by any old 
world powr, and that on the other 
hand among ourselves 
each nation 


must scrupulously regard the rights 
and interests of the other." 


This is sound enough and equitable 


enough. Ttere is no scheme of empire 
in it such as Germany charges us 
with. And it is as important for the 
republics of the south to take this 
teaching- seriously asi it isfur.iliTCurope 
to take it seriously. The United "States 
cannot well suffer and probably never 
will suffer any old world power to gain 
possessions in the southern half of 
this continent. Any southern country 
that would sho-w encouragement to 
such 
gaining- of possessions would 


become an enemy of this republic and 
would be in grave danger of losing- its 
independence. Each for all and all 
for each is the best way to he selflsh 
on this hemisphere in this age.

This advertising swindle deals with 


a publication which' has been known 
und<jfr various names in Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and other states. At 
different interva-ls it has bobbed uo 
as "Park's Business 
Adviser." The 


Mercantile Mentor," and "The Mer- 
chants' Year Book" and now" it is "The 
Commercial Guide." One name appears 
to be just as good as another for the 
purpose of separating business 
men 


from their money. 


The fakirs visit business 
conceir.s 


and solic't advertisements 
for "The 


Commercial Guide',,, or whatever i.ame 
the-publlcafon may have at the time. 
The advertising is offered at a very 
Jow rate as a bait. Then the victim 
is offered a b'arJk .which is represent- 
ed to be a receipt or voucher which 
the agent *s obliged to turn in to the 
publishers as evidence that he has co'.- 
lected the money. 


The innocent advertiser has no hesi- 


ta?:cy in signing the receipt, and this 
is where he is- caught. The receipt is 
so arranged typographically that It 
reads like what it is represented to be/ 
a leceipt pure and simple, but by cut- 
ting of a small portion 'of the docu- 
ment it is transformed into a hard 
and faster order for advertising.whicii 
the agent may fill in for any amount 
he may desire. 


Some weeks or months after the so- 


licitor has snared his victims, the col- 
lector appears 'on the scene to com- 
plete the swindle. He presents the 
altered receipt or contract, with a re- 
quest for cash, Sometimes the order 
is filled in for $10 and sometimes for 
more, the amount often reaching- $50. 


The duped advertiser, in nine cases 


out ot 10, says he does not recollect 
having signed such an order or con- 
tract lor advertising, although he con 
fesses that it is his signature. Week-; 
or months have elapsed fines the thing 
was signed, ard the "busy merchant, 
engrossed with many cares, isv riot al- 
ways sure whether he really signed 
the contract or riot, and a little per- 
sistency on the part of the collector, 
coupled if Df-ccssary with a threat to 
sue, 
bri'ngs the poor victim to time,

The very simplicity of the scheme is

Through the Development of Rail- 


roads He Claim* tbe Radius of the 
City Circle Will Become One Hun- 
dred Miles ^-Deligrlitfnl Picture of 
Life In Suburban Dl.itriets. 


Mr. H. G. TVells, an author well 


known by the ingenious manner ID 
which ho has blended science and fic- 
tion In his tales, exercises his imagina- 
tion on more serious topics in The Fort- 
nightly Review, endeavoring to proph- 
esy what the great cities of the twen- 
tieth century may be. He is always 
Interesting, and his surmises about tho 
future of town and country population 
are plausible and suggestive. Ills gen- 
eralizations are necessarily very broad 
and for all his statements obvious ex- 
ceptions will be discovered, but these 
do not affect tie points he wishes to 
make, says the New York Sun. 


The great change in the distribution 


of population that marks the nine- 
teenth century is, as Mr. Wells points 
out, the unusual growth of great cities 
and. a slight tendent. to depopulation 
in the country. Never befoie, outside 
of China, with the exception of Rome 
and possibly of Babylon, had any city 
had more than a million inhabitants. 
Now there are ten towns with a popu- 
lation of over a million each, 20 more 
that probably will soon Teach that 
number and a great number with as 
many as a quarter of a million inhab- 
itants. They all differ essentially from 
the towns of previous centuries. The 
chief factor In the growth has been 
doubtless 
the increased 
facility in 


transportation 
through the develop- 


ment of railroads. 


In the days before railroads, Mr. 


Wells contends, the possible limits of a 
town were bounded by the accessibility 
of the business center to the persons 
•who had to work there. The natural 
division of day for work and night for 
rest has always existed and is likely 
always to exist, and to get to the place 
of work and return from it not more 
than an hour a day each way can be 
granted. Therefore when men travel- 
ed only on foot the possible limits of 
a town were of necessity included 
within a radius of four miles from the 
center, and with the use of horses for 
conveyance that radius became sis or 
eight miles at most. The large cities 
naturally arose where the seashore or 
large rivers made traffic by water easy. 


The railroads have now increased tha 


city radius to about 30 miles, or an 
area, in other words, of 2,800 miles, 
nearly a third the size of Belgium. 
The worker, that is to say, may dwell 
at any point within that circle and yet 
be only an hour distant from the point 
•where his business calls him daily. 
Mr. Wells foresees that by the end of 
the century, with 00 miles an hour car- 
riages and 100 miles an hour trains, 
the radius of the city circle will be- 
come 100 miles and its area equal 
to the whole of Ireland. In other 
words, the "suburbs" for the London 
citizen will extend to Nottingham in 
the north and Exeter in the west, while 
the New York man of business can 
come to his office every day from Phil- 
adelphia or Albany or Hartford and 
the iuterlying fields. 


This points to a tremendous increase 


In city population, an increase that 
must be limited by other considera- 
tions, bowever.innd Mr. Wells figures 
out a limit of 20,000,000 for London, St. 
Petersburg and Berlin and of 40,000,- 
000 for New York and Chicago. Never- 
theless this does not mean a greater 
congestion of population, for 40,000,000 
spread over 31,000 square miles of ter- 
ritory is a much more diffused popula- 
tion than 4,000,000 settled on 50 square 
miles. 


There is no cause for alarm in these 


tremendous aggregations of humanity. 
By the side of the forces of attraction 
the force of dispersion is at work. Al- 
ready in the great cities, the business 
centers, the regions for pleasure, the 
shopping, social and literary districts 
are distinct. Secondary centers for all 
matters of immediate need spring up. 
Moreover, with improvements in modes 
of communication, like a perfected tel- 
ephone system, with better methods of 
collection and distribution, the need of 
appearing In person at the place of 
business may be done away with, and 
without leaving his home, a hundred 
miles away, the twentieth century New 
Yorker may transact his business, shop, 
go to church and attend the theater or 
opera. Factories may rise wherever it 
Is most convenient to have the work- 
ingmcn dwell. 


Mr. Wells draws a fanciful but de-

"The mineral resources of Cuba are 


of greater variety and extent than has 
ever been imagined In this country." 


This is the statement of Mr. Charles 


Wlllard Hayes of the United States 
geological surrey, who has just return- 
cd from a rscounolssance of the island 
of Cuba and the Isle of Pines to the 
southward, writes the Washington cor- 
respondent of the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat. Mr, Hayes went at the request 
of Governor General Wood and while 
there visited the provinces of Havana, 
Matanzas, Pinar del Rio and Santa 
Clara. Ho was accompanied by two 
assistants, Mr. T, Wayland Vaughn 
and Mr. Arthur C. Speiuir, who will 
remain on the island indefinitely to 
complete ,the survey which was in» 
augurated by Mr. Hayes. In Matanzas 
province he found coppor, iron and 
asphaltum and on the Isle of Pines de- 
posits of marble such as are equaled in 
few places in the world. This marble 
includes the finer grade of monumental 
marble ns well as deposits of the 
coarser kinds for building material. In 
Santa Clara province he found copper 
and asphaltum, but saw no indications 
of the gold which has been reported 
there. 


Of iron ore he says the deposits there 


are even larger tban those in Pennsyl- 
vania, and they compare favorably 
with the Lake Superior deposits. They 
are found along the coast east of San- 
tiago and very accessible to transporta- 
tion routes. 


Copper was foscd in big deposits 


near Santiago, and Mr. Hayes says the 
copper mines there were worked very 
extensively until stopped by the Ten 
Years' war. 
Tae Spanish method of 


mining was to simply take out tbe 
rich deposits and not pursue a method 
of clearing up as the work progressed, 
such as is practiced by the miners of 
the United Stales. 


The> asphaltum is of the finest grade 


in the world and similar In most re- 
spects to tba Trinidad and Venezuela 
deposits. Much of it is found in the 
vicinity of Cardenas, and in Cardenas 
bay fleets of boats are used to dredge 
it from the deposits at the bottom of 
tae bay. 
This is used largely in the 


manufacture of varnish and is worth 
from $80 to $100 a ton. 
It Is found 


that tbe asphaJtum deposits exist in a 
condition most easy to handle. The as- 
phalturn bubbles up like a spring into a 
crater which has been formed by the 
hardening deposits as it flowed out in 
a bowl s'japed formation. 


In 
Santiago province Mr. Hayes 


found almost inexhaustible deposits of 
manganese, which is used in making 
steel by the Bessemer process. The lo- 
calities where it erists are accessible. 


Tbe survey which is now in course 


and which will be made under the in- 
structions of General Wood will devel- 
op the mineral resources of the island, 
as up to this time practically nothing 
has been known except of the iron and 
copper deposits. There Is but one pub- 
lished map of geological survey of the 
Island, which was printed in Madrid a 
number of years ago. The researches 
of our geologists indicate that its pub- 
lishers bad probably never been closer 
to the island than the Spanish capital, 
as it proved absolutely valueless and 
not even geographically correct. 


The peculiar mining laws of Cuba 


open wonderful possibilities to Ameri- 
can prospectors. Mineral locations can 
be secured in any part of the island 
irrespective of tbe present ownership 
or occupancy of the land. It is literally 
true that if a prospector discovers a 
mineral deposit under the foundations 
of a house of an islander who may 
have occupied it from birth be is enti- 
tled to make an entry and can secure a 
perfect title. The amount and shape 
of tbe claim are to be determined by the 
person making the entry. The cost of 
taking out a patent is $60 for an area 
of about 500 by 1,000 meters, and an ad- 
ditional charge is made of about $l.-r>0 
per acre for additional mineral land. 
Tbe fee covers the cost of survey.

gresg on tuberculosis, as it.is officially 
termed, promises to be one<6f the mostj 
Important events in the medical history] 
of the year. The awful ravages of this, 
dread disease have forced the recogni- 
tion of all the great governments of the, 
world, and representatives of every, 
country will Join in an exchange of ex- 
periences and suggestions which, it is 
hoped, will result in substantial ad-' 
vanpe in the methods of preventing as 
well as curing consumption. 


The congress will be held under tha 


patronage of King Edward Til and1 
will bring together the greatest medical1 
men of the world. The absorbing topic, 
of prevention and cure will be treated 
In the broadest manner. There will be 
no restriction as to school or cult. The 
subject will be handled from every 
standpoint 5n the one great hope that 
the world may be benefited from this 
great gathering. 


The work will be divided into four 


sections: First, state and municipal; 
second, medical, including climatology 
and sanatoria; third, pathological and 
bacteriological, and, fourth, veterinary. 


In connection with the congress a' 


temporary museum will be formed to 
Illustrate the pathology, treatment and 
prevention of the disease. There will 
be many specimens illustrating the 
progress of the disease and the propa- 
gation of the deadly bacilli, and a sec- 
tion will be devoted to plans and mod- 
els of hospitals and sanatoria and 
charts and documents bearing upon the 
historical, geographical and statistical 
aspects of the subject.

PRINCE OF PROMOTERS. 


Interesting Incidents In the Ca- 


reer of Count Mitkiewicz. 


ETS EHTBEPEISES WEEE LE&IQU. 


Traveled Widely and TF»» Every- 


where Renowned For Remarkable 
Tnlent»-"HoodTrinke«J Earl Li and 
Alrao»t Secured a Concession. From 
the Cliiuene Empire to Bnild Tele- 
phone Lines There. 
Count Eugene Mitkiewicz, who made 


and lost many fortunes, died the other 
night at hta suinmer home In Asbury 
Park of heart disease. 


Eugene Stanislas Kostra de Mitkie- 


wicz; had a history that reads like sen- 
sational fiction, says the New York 
World. His claims to the title of count 
have been stubbornly disputed, al- 
though his family is of high social 
standing in Poland. 


His American debut occurred in No- 


vember, 1803, at a ball given in honor 
of the Russian fleet then anchored in 
New York harbor. There he met Miss 
Julia Lumelino, a noted New York 
beauty, and, as the story goes, playfully 
transferred from her finger to his own 
a valuable diamond ring. 


He returned it a Jay later with apol- 


ogies, but the costly stones had been 
replaced with paste. Mitkiewicz was 
lodged iu the Tombs, but Mies Lumeli- 
no refused to prosecute. 


That summer the count appeared at 


Auihcrst, Mass., in the guise of a no- 
bleman with an annual income of §800,- 
000. He was a suitor for the hand of 
Miss Caroline Lester, an heiress. The 
family opposed tfce suit, but ten years 
later he married her. 


London, Germany and Italy were vis- 


ited, and Wjien the count returned to 
this country-'his nuances were in flour- 
ishing shape."' He appeared In Wash- 
ington with a retinue of servants and a 
wardrobe of surpassing elegance and 
variety. His manners were the suav- 
est and most fascinating ever seen at 
the national capital. 


The count promoted a. number of Po- 


tomac river" summer resorts, garnered 
a rich harvest of money, then switched 
to other schemes. 


His plan was to win concessions from 


the Chinese government for a national 
banking business aad a complete sys- 
tem of railroads, telegraphs and tele- 


phones for tbe vast kingdom. Li Hung 
Chang gave Count Mitkiewicz 
his 


friendship and support. 


In 1SS7 the count reappeared in this 


country, proudly armcrancing posses- 
sion of these wonderful Chinese con- 
cessions and asking 923,000,000 with 
which to make a billion or more. 
Wharton Barker of Philadelphia and 
other prominent men joined the count, 
with plenty of money. All that was 
needed was to obtain the signature/*of 
the Chinese minister at "Washington to 
certain papers. 
That signature was 


never secured, and the gigantic scheme 
collapsed. 


He was sued civilly and prosecuted 


criminally. "With unfaltering nerve he 
met every attack, laughing at his ac- 
cusers and throwing money-away; with 
both hands. 


The count's- daily tip to his favorite 


barber was a-$10 note. 
His weekly 


bills at Delmonico's averaged close to 
$1,000. 
His gifts to 
impecunious 


friends were princely In amount and 
manner of bestowal. A mere hint of 
financial neeO. opened the count's purse 
to any rnanjhe fancied. 


But when his money was exhausted 


Count Mitkiewicz borrowed just as 
recklessly'as he had previously given. 
Friends became fewer, and during the 
last few years he had been heard of 
seldom except in connection with 
claims, suits and judgments. 


Count MiCkiewicz was married three 


times. 
His first wife died In 18S5, 


leaving several children. Two years 
later he married the granddaughter of 
Chief Justice John Marshall. She died 
In 1893. 
His widow was Miss Ethel

That some of the fixed stars and 


also the planets send heat to the earth 
In the rays which show us their posi- 
tion in space has been demonstrated i 
by Professor E. P. Nichols of Dart- 
mouth college, near Williams Bay, 
Wis., who for two years has been ex- 
perimenting in the Yerkes observatory 
in Chicago. 


It Is needless to say that the amount 


of heat is infinitesimal, and this fact 
attests to the sensitiveness of the radio- 
meter, the professor's instrument It 
Is so finely constructed that it detects 
the heat thrown ont from a candle a 
mile away.

Supreme Court 
Decision Concerning 


Scheme Worked by Local Merchants 


Local merchants and 
others 
who 


were greatly agitated by the invasion 
of this community by

stamp" people some three years ago, 
will be greatly interested in a decis'ion 
rendered by the full bench of the su- 
preme court of the state in Boston 
yesterday! that the the use of 
these 


starrtTis is not illegal, The use of trad- 
ing- stamps in this city was stopped 
only when the legislative act of 1898, 
passed to prevent their use, went into 
effect. 
The supreme court now de- 


clares this act to be ineffectual, thf 
court even going- so- far, apparently, as 
to intimate that a statute prohibiting 
the use of trading- stamps would be un- 
constitutional, as has been declared al- 
ready by courts of other states. 


The decision is renderd in the case 


of the commonwealth against Charles 
A. Sisson. The defendant was a clerk 
in a Brockton drur store, and in Sect- 
ember last sold a hair brush to a man 
named Hammond, and at the same
